Is it Not True? 

There is a large class of men and 
women who call themselves liberals 
and who hold to what may be called 
ideal views of finance, labor, and those 
relative laws which must secure right 
and justice between the various class- 
es of men. They say that our present 
system is not only wrong but is tend- 
ing every year to stray still further 
from the only conditions which can 
insure prosperity and contentment to 
allmen. They say that the prosper- 
ity of the world at large is but a def- 
inite expression of what the world has 
earned. They believe that every man 
has an equal right to an enjoyment of 
these earnings, and that the prosper- 
ity of any one man should, therefore, 
represent his earnings. Going for- 
ward from this. it is argued that a 
millionaire must necessarily be in pos- 
session of many competencies, and 
that the fact of his immense wealth 
must include the fact of much unnec- 
essary poverty. They go on, then, 
after pointing to the fact thata few 
men own what thousands haveearned, 
and assert that the condition which 
makes this possible is faulty and un- 
just. Thatit is now in force, ena- 
bling capital .to trade upon the lives 
and property of laborers, and _ threat- 
ening the stability of a government 
which tolerates such a system. 

It is certain that the aggregation of 
large amounts of wealth suddenly and 
from small investments, must neces- 
sarily take from the people without 
giving equivalent values. It is cer- 
tain that when we create one million- 
aire we bankrupt hundreds of men in 
order to fill one purse. Now what is 
the organ of this unjust distribution, 
and what the remedy which must re- 
move the primal cause of the evil? 
How shall we meet the assertion that 
no honest and willing laborer should 
be poor? How shall we confute the 
theory that wealth is only the earn- 
ings, the result of the laborer’s day’s 
work, or the legitimate profit upon the 
amount paid him as wages! Can we 
again contradict the assertion that ev- 
ery man has a right to that degree of 
prosperity which is indicated by his 
honesty and willingness tolabor? Can 
we assert that such is the case against 
the fact now plainly apparent that in 
a season of peace and ample produc- 
tion capital is making us poor? If, as 
these people would have it, every 
man’s prosperity was gauged by the 
amount and manner in which he 
worked, would it not be just? And is 
it not safe to say that this system of 
justice would find recognition in the 
heart of humanity?

Have 
not trade unions grown out of the fact 
that he who earns the world’s wealth 
is fast becoming the bondsman of a 
class who have fattened upon premi- 
ums and discounts? 

Of course there is amedium between 
the two extremes shadowed here. But 
the millionaire will have hard work to 
show why, in the possession and in- 
crease of his wealth, he is not taking 
somebody's earnings, and if it be true 

that we must unlearn what we now ac- 
cepted and correct the system which 
makes such conditions possible, we 
should begin soon. We do not en- 
dorse the sayings of extremists, but 
there is in each extreme hypothesis 
here advanced a germ of truth which 
should be understood and heeded. 
The years will prove or disapprove.

Hayes on Conxkiinc.—A New Yerk 
dispatch says: “It is getting to be un- 
derstood that President Hayes coun- 
sels against the proposed meeting here 
to protest against the action of the 
late Republican State Convention.
